The announcement of your resignation distressed 
me.

I also find the srguement that you will he replaced by 
a"prof essional" rather silly. A professional in any field of 
endeavor is a person who does his or her work exceptionally 
well and you have long ago earned this reputation. I consider 
the resignations of both you and Jim Slesingexrsad for 
the country. 

I left Denmark before Christmas for somewhat 
similar reasons .Despite the fact that I have held four 
posts an ambassador and have been secretary to Secretary of 
State John Poster Dulles it was decided to replace me with 
a young black man from Tanzania with no knowledge of NATO 
or even of Europe. It has been assumed that the coming 
elections dictated this move . 

In any case after some twenty six years in and 
out of diplomacy I am about readytto hang up the stripped pen- 
pants and retire to cultivating my garden andvwriting some 
more books. If you will be in this area I would really be 
delighted to have you for a week end.
